A very interesting story of 
Newmarket and district is told 
in a copy of "Smith's Canadian 
Gazetteer," published in 1846, 
and owned by William J. Will- 
iams. Gorham St., Newmarket. 

"A village in the township of 
Whitchurch," the volume says, in 
describing Newmarket, "three 
miles and a half from Holland 
Landing, and about 30 miles from 
Toronto. It is situated on the 
east branch of the Holland River, 
in the midst of a finely undulat- 
ing, old settled, and well culti- 
vated country, and is surrounded 
by very fine farms. The village 
was commenced about 30 years 
since, and was originally settled 
by Pennsylvanian Quakers. The 
principal part of it is built on 
the south side of a gently slop- 
ing hill, forming one long, nar- 
row street: the remainder of the 
village is built on the side of a 
hill, a little to the east. New- 
market contains about 600 in- 
habitants. There are six churches 
and chapels, viz., Episcopalian, 
Presbyterian, Catholic, Congre- 
gational, Methodist, and Christ- 
ian. 

"Post Office, post every day in 
summer, and three times a week 
in winter. 

"Professions and Trades — 
Three physicians and surgeons, 
two .grist-mills, two breweries, 
one distillery, one tannery, one 
foundry, one carding machine 
and cloth factory, five stores, 
three taverns, one druggist, one 
painter, two ladies' seminaries, 
one gunsmith, two cabinet mak- 
ers, three blacksmiths, one watch- 
maker, one tinsmith, six shoe- 
makers, three wagon-makers, two 
saddlers, three tailors, four car- 
penters, one hatter. 

"A township in the home dis- 
trict," it states of King, "is 
bounded on the north by the 
townships of Gwillimbury West 
nnd Tecumseth; on the west by 
Albion, on the south by Vaughan; 
and on Ihe east by Whitchurch. 
In King. 53,240 acres are taken 
up, 13,818 of which are under 
cultivation. This is an old set- 
tled township, and possesses some 
fine farms; but a portion of the 
township is hilly and broken, the 
timber being hemlock inter- 
mingled with hardwood. The 
west branch of the Holland 
River runs through the centre of 
the north of the township, and 
is bordered by a considerable 
extent of swamp. 

"The village of Lloyd town is 

situated in the north-west corner 

of the township, and one mile 

and a half lo the north-east is

Gas From Water May Form 

An Explosive Mixture, 

Experts Say 

Gases given off by drinking- 
water will explode, was the 
startling answer given by experts 
at the inquest into the death of 
Jack English, Keswick garage 
proprietor, held at Belhaven on 
Thursday evening. 

Mr. English was killed in an 
explosion on the Lake Simcoe 
estate of David Dunkelman, Tor- 
onto clothing manufacturer, on 
July 14. 

The accident occurred when 
his oxy-acetylene torch ignited 
natural gas in a supposedly 
empty water tank which he was 
repairing, the coroner's jury 
found after hearing expert evi- 
dence from Prof. Joslyn Rogers, 
chemical analyst, Thomas Don- 
nelly, department of labor offi- 
cial and boiler inspector, and 
Ross O'Brien, auto mechanic, 
Baldwin, who explained the 
working of an oxy-acetylene 
torch. 

Dr. J. C. R. Edwards, coroner, 
presided over the inquest, which 
drew a considerable attendance 
of mechanics, welders and 
plumbers. The explosion of the 
natural gas in the tank knocked 
the 250-lb. end out of the tank 
and hurtled it 65 feet, tearing 
the branches of trees as it went. 
English was thrown 25 feet into 
the air, landing 35 feet away, in- 
jured beyond recognition. 

N. L. Mathews, K.C., Newmar- 
ket, represented the crown. 

Four feet away, John Shindel- 
ka told the coroner's jury that 
he found himself in a dazed con- 
dition at the water's edge 65 feet 
away. Harold Cooper, 15 feet 
away, was uninjured. 

Dr. F. G. Pirn, Keswick, who 
performed an autopsy, gave a 
description of the deceased man's 
injuries. 

He had investigated the acci- 
dent. Constable Carl Morton test- 
ified. 

Particulars concerning the tank 
were given by Allan Morton, 
superintendent of the Dunkel- 
man property. It was a pressure 
tank supplying 16 houses with 
water from a deep well. 

'The well is impregnated with 
methane or natural gas," Prof, 
Joslyn Rogers, Toronto, provin- 
cial analyst, stated. "A mix- 
ture of from fivo to 14 per cent 
of natural gas with air is explo- 
sive. A larger percentage will 
burn. 

"Methane is tasteless and odor- 
less, and is sometimes indicated 
by a white foam in water when 
drawn from a tap. When the 
water is allowed to stand, the 
foam gradually disappears. 

•if a tank hos had water grad- 
ually run Into it, by gravity or 
pressure, and has been emptied 
of water, the tank, unless it has 
ti large air-hole to permit gas to 
escape, may have an explosive 
mixture form within it." 

Many deep wells within a 100- 
mile radius of Toronto contain 
methane, Prof. Rogers stated.

"A lady asked mo if the water 
and light committee could not 
do something to put water in the 
fountain opposite the post 
office," said Deputy-Reeve Jos- 
eph Vole at the town council 
meeting Tuesday evening.

Prof. Rogers said that the pro- 
portions of air and gas in the 
tank had evidently changed suf- 
ficiently to make the mixture 
explosive. 

Thomas Donnelly, of the pro- 
vincial department of labor, 

stated that he had inspected the 

tank a few weeks before tho 
accident. It did not meet the 
requirements of a pressure tank, 
he said. It was of extremely 
light materials, and didn't have 
proper vents and proper safety 
valves. 

"The light tank resisted the 
explosion much less than a 
proper tank would have done," 
said Mr. Donnelly. 

"Many tanks are used for 
pressure tanks that are never 
meant for the purpose," said Mr. 
Donnelly. "Any pressure tank, 
domestic or outside, is danger- 
ous, if it does not comply with 
standard requirements. 

"It is dangerous to take tanks 
that have' been designed or used 
for some other purpose and con- 
vert them to use as pressure 
tanks. I find that people use 
disused gasoline tanks and gaso- 
line containers, nnd weld them 
for use for other purposes." 

Air. Donnelly cited nn explo- 
sion in Sudbury some years ago 
when a garage gasoline storage 
tank, which had not been used 
for eight or nine years, blew up 
when an attempt was made to 
weld it. A man was killed and 
$9,000 properly damage was 
done, he stated. 

David Dunkelman, proprietor 
of the Lake Simcoe estate, testi- 
fied that he had bought the tank 
second-hand. 

Frank Burrows, plumber, had 
installed the tank originally, but 
it hod been reinstalled since. 

"The tank looked like an old 
service station gasoline storage 
tank," said Mr. Donnelly. "Gas- 
oline could linger in it even after 
H had been used to hold water 
two or three years." 

The verdict was as follows: 
"On the 14th day of July, 1038, 
at Balfour Beach in the township 
of North Gwillimbury, county of 
York, John English came to his 
death as a result of injuries 
caused by an explosion in a 
water-tank on the premises own- 
ed by David Dunkelman. 

"We further find that tho snld 
explosion was caused by a com- 
bination of natural gas and air 
in the tank being ignited by the 
flame from the acetylene torch, 
the natural gas coming from the 
well water which had previously 
been in the tank. 

"We further find that n con- 
tributing cause of the explosion 
was that the water tank was not 
of the proper construction or de- 
sign for use as a pressure tank."

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AIX CREDIT TO MR. COXANT 

Although the Hepburn government may be 
fairly charged with encouraging motorists to 
drink by licensing roadside beverage rooms, it is 
also true that the department of highways and 

the attorney-general's department have made a 
considerable effort to restrain drinking driving. 
AH credit should be given to Attorney-General 
Gordon Conant for reviewng the decisions and 
sentences of police courts and in some instances 
asking for stiffer penalties. The way of the law 
enforcer is not easy. Apparently the police court 
magistrates are not always as severe in the pun- 
ishment of reckless and drinking drivers as the 
attorney-general's department would desire. 

Confused By Lights 

The Midland Free Press last week told of two 
Midland cases which the attorney-general's 
department had reopened and called attention to 
a third case which the Midland nexvspaper 
believed should be reopened. In this last instance 
the defendant, who admitted that he had had 
three drinks of beer in Elmvale 20 minutes before 
the accident occurred, drove off the Elmvale- 
Midland highway into another car waiting to 
enter the highway. He said that he had become 
confused by the lights, and that he had been driv- 
ing all right after having the three drinks of beer. 
"Then I savv these lights half way down the hill 
into Waverley, and they blinded me. I didn't 
know what I was doing, or where I was going. I 



Must maintain public respect and confidence, but 
we cannot help but think that the local court I 
sometimes is a little too fair to the drinking | 
drivers. Perhaps the law should be changed to 
permit conviction for drinking-driving if the 
driver smells of liquor or has had a drink within 
an hour prior to the accident, regardless of 
whether or not a medical man will say he is 
drunk. A man who is really drunk probably 
couldn't even start a car. It is the man who 
has been drinking and thinks he is sober who is 
a menace to the public safety. Certainly there 
should be a section to cover the man of whom 
a doctor says he "is not fit to drive a car.

Breakfast in Sudbury, dinner at North Bay, 
supper at Gravenhurst and sleep in Stayner. - We 
have left the north after our visit of a few days. 
There has been no more enjoyable period in our 
eight weeks away from home than that spent in 
Algoma. Nowhere in the central part of the 
United States did we find such interesting coun- 
try. Nowhere did we find such interesting people. 

It is true that the land is not all productive of 
hay and huckleberries. There are the rocks and 
wastes of sandy land which grew trees but now 
grow nothing. And there are the roads. 

While we were there we read in the papers a 
report of government officials who travelled to 
peaceful Algoma from the wordy jungle of 
Queen's Park. They thought the roads pretty 
good. We thought the roads had possibilities. 

It is truly a long road that has no mending. 
But the highways seemed longer as registered by 

our auto— than are marked on the road signs. 

• 

We finally concluded that this difference could be 
accounted for by the distance in and out of 
bumps. But Algoma is to have a better highway; 
or there will be a lot of grading and blasting to 
no purpose. And Algoma is to have better freight 
rates. Or so the people in the United Farmer 
movement think. They had a meeting with rail- 
road officials which they expect will bring 
results. There was no elaborate plan or highly 
organized lobbying. There were no professionals 
paid to represent the farm people. One evening 
after the chores were done a group of farmers 
came driving in to the appointed place where 
they met railroad men. 

The farmers stated their case in their, own time 
and in their own way. There were concessions 
on shipping livestock to Toronto or on importing 
feeds which did not apply between Sudbury and

Fined $10 



The constable who 
smelt liquor on the man and said to him: "You're 
drunk/' The accused man replied that he wasn't 
drunk, that he was staggering because of the 
accident. The constable took the man to two 
Midland doctors and neither would say that he 
was intoxicated. Both cars were wrecked and 
four people in the stopped car were injured. The 
drinking driver admitted that he had 50 yards to 
avoid the accident. He said that he had applied 
his brakes and that they should have worked, 
hut they evidently didn't. The constable laid a 
reckless driving charge and the magistrate fined 
him $10 and suspended his driving permit for CO 
days. The constable did not lay a driving while 
intoxicated charge. 

Probable Cause 

In this case it would be reasonable to accept 
the driver's statement that his staggering was due 
to the accident, not to the drinking. Nevertheless, 
it seems obvious that this man, to put it mildly, 
would have had a much better chance of avoiding 
the accident if he had not had three drinks 20 
minutes before. It would not be unreasonable to 
attribute the accident to the drinking. A man 
needs to have full use of all his faculties when 
in charge of a motor-vehicle travelling at 40 miles 
an hour. 

Liquor Swept Aside 

In Midland the magistrate in imposing the $10 
fine said: "I am not taking the liquor element 
into my consideration because it is not mentioned 
in the charge." The magistrate could not find 
the motorist guilty of something with which he 
was not charged but obviously used bad judgment 
when he imposed no heavier sentence than he 
would have imposed upon a speeder who had per- 
fect control of his car and who had not been 
(drinking and who had not damaged another 
man's car and injured four people. 



Newmarket Cases * * 

One cannot but admire the desire to be fair 
'whlfih is so manifest in the Newmarket police 
court, but it must be remembered that over-fair- 
ness to the accused man is unfairness to the 
public. The man who threatens the lives of 
others by driving while drinking does not deserve 
the benefit of any doubt or any clemency. 

A Similar Story 

In a recent case in the Newmarket court there 
was a case with which it is interesting to compare 
the Midland case. It was a case in which the 



The farmers pointed out the hardship of this 
condition. They questioned if it were a fair 
arrangement. They hinted that if there were not 
an improvement they would have to seek other 
means of transportation.

And the people of Algoma 
have been using the small study group to sit 
down and compare ideas on just how the next 
step is to be taken. If they continue to use the 
small study group there is no foretelling the ex- 
ler.t of their co-operative ventures. 

For the people of Algoma are of good stock 
with a good share of innate ability and of real 
rural culture. Scotch burrs unit Irish brogues 
mingle with the clipped words of .southern Ont- 
ario. There is a quiet pride in home and com- 
munity. Not the high-prossure-salesmanship atti- 
tude which we found in some parts of the United 
States; but a dignity that bespeaks essential 
worth. 

We took Mr. and Mrs. Fred N. across from 
West Algoma to visit Mr. and Mrs. Fred II. on St- 
Joseph Island. As we drove along Fred N. quoted 
poetry by the mile. As wo ncared the ferry 
something was said about a telephone call from 
the island and we inquired if there were direct 
telephone connection with the mainland. "There 
certainly is," said Fred N., "St. Joe Island had 
the first rural telephone system in Ontario, The 
people there have a right to ask you if you have 
telephone .service." 

After our meetings with the United Farmers 
my wife and I went picking huckleberries with 
Jennie and Annie. Our own York county has not 
the scenic lakes and gorges of Algoma. We found 
the scenery interesting and we found the berries 



More and more the value of edu- 
cation is being stressed in the 

world. 

It is sadly true that a great 

many of our youth hav* education 

and no jobs, but it Is also true 

that without a certain amount of 

education— a great deal more than 

was deemed necessary for the same 

jobs say 50 years ago— there is no 

possibility of securing any kind of 

a job. unless absolutely unskilled 

labbr. 

Education has taken great strides 
forward, of late years; the rigidity 
of the curriculum has relaxed, and 
studies introduced which give a 
pupil a chance to choose subjects 
which have an appeal for him. 

All this is all to the good, but 
there is a subject for which there 
should be special classes held for 
young and old— and the subject. 
'The prevention of accidents." 

Every day the toll of death from 
accidents grows more appalling. 
Look at the deaths of little children 
by fire — so often shut in for a 
little while, while the elders do an 
errand; too small to escape if fire 
starts and also ju3t of an age to 
start a fire if the materials are at 
hand. 

I remember one Sunday afernoon 
in Brockvitte. We had gone for a 
drive, and returning:, entered the 
town from the west end. 

Suddenly my better half ex- 
claimed "Do you see what I see?" 

*T see smoke, if that'3 what you 
mean," said I. 

"Yes, but do you sec where it's 
coming from?" He asked. 

"Why it's Mrs. S— V I said, 
naming a very dear friend, and 
sure enough, there was the fire 
equipment and all the dread 
entourage which attends a fire. 

Now that fire was started by a 
five-year-old, who was always try- 
ing to get hold of matches. His 
mother had put an extra box 
on a shelf in a room not in use. 
and kept it closed. 

While the rest of the family 
peacefully slumbered on Sunday 
afternoon — and thought he was 
safely in the land of nod* he crept 
from his bed, got into the closed, 
but not locked room, climbed, 
on a table and got the matches, lit 
one, set fire to the curtains. 
watched it for a while, then went 
out, closed the door and never said 
a word, tiil the smoke awoke the 
household, and they made their 
escape. 

That mother learned by ex- 
perience that only locked doors 
were effective. 

And in Toronto, one day, I saw a 
house blown to pieces by an ex- 
plosion—and the member.* of the 
family were in it — caused by 
setting a basin of gasoline in 



which curtains were being washed, 
on the stove. 

*T saw a horse forced past 
a machine, and In the ensuing run- 
away, a woman hurled from the 
buggy* to live as an invalid for 
five years, when death released her. 

And there Is the terrible loss of 
life from drowning. No boating or 
swimming addicts ever seem to 
think anything can happen to 
THEM. 

And yet, one night I saw three 
young men leave Garrett's Rest, 
on the Rideau, for Portland — all 
good swimmers and canoe 
enthusiasts — and they never 

reached Portland. 

Now we have the automobile 
with its lure for the speed lover — 
and the consequent danger to 
everything on the road. 

If our educators were fully 
educated, they would see that 
classes to study the danger of play- 
ing with fire; of going into the 
water atone, or If unable to swim; 
of stepping on to the road In front 
of cars (giving many drivers heart 
failure) and in tasting growing 
things with which they are not 
familiar. 

And if there were evening classes 
for grownups, on the dangers of 

using inflammable fluids to start 
fires and for cleaning purposes; 
and to teach them to keep any 
inflammable material out of reach 
of little ones; on the necessity of 
keeping eyes and cars alert when 
driving — I often think a driver 
would need eyes in the back of his 

head; and to make fathers and 
mothers more conscious still of 
the danger to children on the 
streets. 

The other evening We were 
driving along a Newmarket street 
— fortunately we were only going 
20 miles an hour and our brakes 
had just been adjusted— when a 
child of about four stepped right 
off the, pavement— it seemed right 
in front of us. 

There was room to stop, but not 
if we had had poor brakes or had 
been going fast. The little one 
laughed— stood and looked at us. 
and then ran back. 

She wasn't hurt and she wasn't 
frightened— but we were— we were 
. sick with fright. . 

So. I say. there should be classes 
for children and adults on the 
prevention of accidents, for 
accidents arc not decreasing — 
lather steadily increasing, and the 
pitiful and tragic wastage of life 
goes on. 

If it continues we will grow 
callous and immune to the cry of 

the bereaved* it's up to our 
educators to provide ways of 
teaching ami to us to take 
advantage of that teaching.

P. R., for example, could operate 
from Fort William to Vancouver, 
deleting or decreasing the ser- 
vices in certain sections and in- 
creasing service where it was 
possible to do so profitably.

Clover Good As Corn For 
Silage, Say 380 Farmers 



Molasses And Phosphoric 
Acid Used As Pre- 
servative 



Of 380 farmers who put alfalfa, 
clover or other legumes into their 
silo and fed it to livestock, 83 

per cent reported that grass sil- 
age was equal or superior to 
corn silage. Of the total number, 
95 per cent reported that it is 
equal or superior to hay. The 
quality of the crop was apparent- 
ly the determining factor. 
Thirty-nine per cent of those 
farmers reported that grass 
silage improved milk color. The 
color was influenced by Ihc 
amount of silage fed. 

Three hundred and thiriy-^o 
of those farmers reported that 
the cows ate the grass silage 
readily; 20 reported difficulty. 
In practically every case the 
difficulties arose because the 
silage was either quite putrid be- 
cause of insufficient preservative 
or because the material was too 
dry or of poor quality. 

The results reported above are 
published by the extension 
department of New York State 
College of Agriculture, Ithaca, 
New York. 

; Three hundred and forty-six 
of the farmers used molasses as 
a preservative; 34 used commer- 
cial phosphoric acid. Of the 
latter, two decided that in the 
future they would change to 
molasses. All the others appeared

ible ofter cutting. If it lies and 
is willed by the sun, water may 
need to be added to bring the 
moisture content up for the mak- 
ing of the best silage. The 
moisture in the ensiled material 
should be 70 per cent. 

For alfalfa and clovers, 80 
pounds or seven and n half gal- 
lons of molasses is recommended 
for each ton of green material. 
About an imperial gallon to each 
ton of green material is recom- 
mended where phosphoric acid is 
used. None of the 34 farmers 
who used phosphoric acid sug- 
gested applying more than this 
amount; and in all cases of 
severe spoilage the trouble could 
be traced to the use of n lesser 
amount. One operator suggests 
that with a little experience one 
can judge the amount of acid to 
use. He says that if the right 
amount is added the material 
will have the taste of a good 
salad. 

The results of this survey do 
not indicate that phosphoric acid 
is a more expensive preservative 
than molasses; it Is easier to 
handle and when properly used 
there is no more spoilage; the 
silage seems as palatable to 
cattle and gives as good produc- 
tion results as does silage made 
with molasses, according to the 
Cornell report.

Though I grow vegetables for 
food, I also grow flowers for my 
sou! — but the flowers that large- 
ly look after themselves. But we 
do appreciate the beauty of 
flower borders wherever grown.

Beyond were 
huge peonies, and rose arbors. 
But time was limited, so we did 
not see all. Later at the homes 
we visited; there were great 
beautiful peonies and rose trees 
of various kinds — just a small 
selection, but as perfect as those 
at the O.A.C. 

Within the town limits of St. 
Marys is a 50-acro farm, belong- 
ing to Mr. Alfred Mountain, 
whose wife belongs to the Fergu- 
son clan. Mr. Mountain, while a 
fanner, a business man and an 
all-round citizen in every way, is 
fast developing into a landscape 
gardener. 

His farm is becoming one of 
the show places in St. Marys. 
Incidentally, he has a herd of 
cows and sells milk to the town 
dairy. If he has a surplus of 
milk, this surplus goes to the 
cheese factory. They manu- 
facture whey butter in St. Marys 
cheese factory. Aflcr the curd is 
removed from the whey, the 
whey is put through the milk 
separator and the fats resulting 
are made into butter; the remain- 
ing liquid is merely salty water. 
Mr. Mountain thought he would- 
n't like whey butter, but one day 
a mistake was made and they got 
Whey butter and liked it so well 
they prefer it. There is nwre de- 
mand for this product than can 
meet the need. 

Entering the park-like drive- 
way to Mr. Mountain's farm, we 
come to the fine old stone house 
surroundc-d by flower borders, 
edged with cement molding. 
Around at the entrance to the 
verandah are a Dorothy Perkins 
climbing rose and a rose rambler, 
full of buds, forming an arch. 

A handsome stone wall, cobble 
stones set in cement, forms the 
side of the wide verandah and 
below it is a riot of flowers, 
thinning parallel to the driveway 
are stone- flagged walks, with 
roses, delphiniums atul foxglove 
and other flowers in profusion. 

There is a fence of while lat- 
tice with sweet peas growing 
over it, atul a beautiful bunch of 
those flowers gladdened the 
centre of the table al (lie reunion. 

There were plants of *tuums, 
and carnations, giving promise 
of later beauty and many others. 
Walk over the lawn and descend 
broad stone steps to a sunken 
garden partly in Hie making. 
Hut til each side of llieso stone 
steps is a stone wall, built with- 
eul piaster or cement, innde of 
time-stone and other slones, 
from a lime quarry on the farm. 
Thivc huge slunes, will* one blow 
of an u\e, would break into slabs, 
and the wall and walks were 
made from the.se stone slabs. 

The wall had a wide cement 

roping as a finish. 

Plants and flowers of many 
varieties were in different stages 
of growth, according to their 
seiiHcii, and again a border of tall 
dt'Iphintum and foxgloves were 
In great stalks of beauty. One 
foxglove plant, with a high spike 
of bloom from one stalk, had a 
double or apparently quadruple 
Miami of blooms, making a com- 
plete round. It was a marvellous 
spike of bloom. Uclow this 
sunken garden is to he a rock 
garden, down farther in a hollow 
toward the barn, The farm soil Ls

of advertising adds to the con- 
sumer price of products in com- 
mon use, and therefore to the 
cost of living, I want to say quite 
emphatically that advertising 
does not add to the cost of living. 
On the contrary, advertising 
lowers living costs. I am ready 
to grant that in the case of some 
products, the cost of advertising 
them may add something to their 
consumer price; but in respect of 
most things in common use and 
which are rebought frequently, 
their consumer price would not 

be one cent less if they were not 
advertised. Indeed, it might be 

more. 

Advertising most certainly foc- 
usses consumer demand on ad- 
vertised products. This leads to 
mass production. Mass prodution 
lowers production costs quite 
amazingly. Consumer prices drop 
correspondingly. Some illustra- 
tions of the drop in consumer 
prices of classes of products in 
wide demand arc: In 1891 a 100- 
candle power electric bulb cost 
$3.50 and used 310 watts. To- 
day such a lamp can be had for 
20 cents and uses 100 watts. A 
dozen years ago a slow-cooking 
electric range cost $205. Today 
the same stove, but much faster, 
costs §107. Fifteen years ago an 
electric lamp sold for 45 cents. 
Today a bulb giving 80tf more 
light costs 15 cents. An electric 
motor which 20 years ago cost 
$80 sells today for $12. In the 
short period of 10 years the price 
t>f a 0-foot electric refrigerator 
has dropped from $21)5 to $105, 
and the present model consumes 
only 21-kilowatt nouns per month 
as against the 50-kilowatt hours 
of the model of 1928. Radio sets 
which havo cost $200 a few years 
ago nrc equalled and surpassed 
by $30 models of today. Cameras 
which were priced $5 a few yeans 
ago were less good than the 
camera one can buy today for 
$1. Motor cans much inferior to 

today's models were 10 years ago 
double the price of today's cars. 
Today motor car tiros are half 
the price which they cost a few 
years ago and have 10 times the 
guaranteed mileage. 

It is true that science has been 
a very large contributor to the 
betterment of products ami to the 
cheaper ways of making them: 
but science gets its chance in lab- 
oratories of factories which have 
grown great in size and income as 
a consequence of advertising. 

Without advertising few pro- 
ducts could or would attain large 
consumption. Advertising ac- 
quaints millions upon millions of 
consumers with what science and 
invention devise. The new soaps 
and cleansers, the new lubricants, 
the new metal products! the new 
electrical utilities— all have had 
their consumption made huge be- 
cause of advertising.
